The Despatch seems to be ill a great deal

But these left-handed compliments to the 


democrats are uot needed, and they are 
very wide of the truth. The Despatch has 
the cheek to inform us that, a few days 
since, Mills threatened that the democrats 
would rule the next house. Now Mills did 
no such thing, and if any such idea was in 
his head, he would have had sense enough 
to keep his mouth shut about it. South 
State knows that Mills said something 
quite different from what it puts in his 
mouth. For mouths we have had threats 
about what the republicans intended to do 
when they should go into the business of 
unseating southern democrats. This stuff 
led Mills to say that those republicans shall 
do no such thing. lie reminded them that 
a minority, such as the democrats have, has 
rights that it kuows how to take care of. 
When it comes to this unseating business, 
you can depend upon the democrats resort- 
ing to every parliamentary shift to block the 
game. So far the party at large will stand 
by its representatives. 


We take it that the republicans are in 


congress for the purpose of legislation, and 
not to constitute themselves iuto a return-

Quay's idea is the same, so

But when the

must not be allowed to have full swing. 


Of course Quay & Co. do not put it in 


these words. They say that the election 
by the people was unfair. New is there 
anybody in this country fool • enough to 
think that an election would be conducted 
fairly in the next house of representatives? 
Suppose there is a content, and the republi- 
cans in the house are allowed to have full 
swing, can anybody doubt what the result 
would be? Why, Pennsylvania would go 
democratic a hundred times before the next 
house of representatives would vote to keep 
out a republican who might be contesting 
a democrat's seat. Admitting that elections 
by the people may be sometimes unfair, 
they are a thousand times more reliable than 
the delayed declaration of the foregone con- 
clusions of Quay and Dudley.

How Far a Juilge May Go in Joking and 


Maintain the Dignity i>f tile Court. 


If a body of men are engaged in work of 


any kind and their leader insists on playing 
the wag-,«the moral atmosphere soon becomes 
entirely uusuited ts> the discharge of affairs. 
If, then, M hen lawyers are engaged in the 
solemn and important duties of a court of 
law, an example of frivolity is set by the per- 
son in authority, it is pretty certain that the 
public interest will suffer. 


The principle which can be applied to de- 


termine how far it is allowable for a judge 
to exorcise his &iitof humor stands, tliL-re- 
fore, thus: IXoihing should bo said by him 
which can m any way destroy Ibe essential 
sense of seriousness which should pel-rude, a 
court of justice, or introduce a temper of 
jocular familiarity, such ns must infallibly 
breed contempt. 
As a matter of fact it will 


be found Ibat such a rule is practically ob- 
served by most of the judges anil that its op- 
eration does not in tjjc least cut us. off from 
that species of judicial n i t which is most 
worth preserving. 
It prevents the court 


from being turmd into fi bear garden, l»ut 
leaves ample scope forsnutibimr. an impudent 
or resiruining a tiresome advocate wiltils'^ 
and for placing the results of an investiga- 
tion or of the application of a legal principle 
m the shape of an epigram.

I have no 
recollection ol1 what he did to better the 
service, niiti I will venture tiie assertion 
that the icctiuls will not show that he did 
anything. There lias been a good deal of 
talk stirred up by this investigation, and a 
great deal ol it was uncalled for. No blame 
should attach, because no one knew our 
condition. 
It, was probably not even sus- 


pected." 


"When W" begin the improvements of 


the water sen ice, tlie first tiling to be at- 
tended to is the tiltttr. The one we now 
have is too expensive, aud it doesn't do tfie 
work. Why, it costs .«:!00 or $100 a yeai 
to keep our present filter in repair. There 
are plenty of indications that thisyearly ex- 
pense bill will be kept up.

"And again; the city now has no funds 


that it could call on. The levy for next 
year was made about tliree weeks ago. The 
money thatr comes from it will not bo a\ail- 
able before tlie first of next May. 
But we 


know that there are. many improvcmonts 
to be made. 
Now let us get to work af 


once to mid out what is wanted. We 
should do all this during the wintci, 
The 


woik to be done should be determined, aud 
all the contracts let before the first [ut next

amounts to nearly Si 0,000. It can be easily 
seen what great improvements could be. 
made in a few years witli this revenue." 


"I, for one, say when the time for tlie 


lire test comes, let it be such as will teat t In- 
capacity of our water works. 
Don't confine 


the test to Lincoln Square. Get out into 
the corners of tlie town and see what can 
be done there. Tlie fire commissioners have 
tlie authority to order a test whenever they 
want to, and at whatever place they wish. 
Let them uip the firemen some night about 
1 o'clock, and see what kind of service we 
can get when everything is unexpected."

History of n K«crnt Wonderful Improve- 


ment In llallroad Machinery. 


Some time ago TIIK HI:VIRW printed an 


account of the operation on the I. D. i W. 
of an electric headlight, which had then 
just been put on engine No. ;i. From the 
tirst it was thought the light would be a 
success, but so many bleaks occuned and 
obstacles were encountered 'that It began to 
look doubtful. 
The following from The 


Indianapolis News shows that all fears of 
failure are past, and the greatest recent in- 
vention in raiiroiul operation is made a 
success: 


Six years ago, under the direction of II. 


H. FuJton, the first electric headlight e\er 
built was put on a Belt road engine. 
Shortly after a company of capitalists took 
hold of the light, spent *70,UOO in perfect- 
ing it and securing patents. Many breaks 
in operating the lights occuned and year 
after jear expeiiments were made, and 
finally a year ago the last man of (lie orig- 
inal number dropped out and refused to 
spend any more time or money on what was 
so discouraging. 


Mr. Fullton then sent for Mr. Pyle, the 


inventor of the light, and last August, a 
year ago, he came here. 
A new plant v-as 


made at the steel Pulley Works and put on 
thel., D. & W. railroad.

break downs occurred, and those interested 
weie almost ready to give it up. However, 
on the l&t of January a plant was completed 
that was perfect. It has been in continued 
and constant operation since, and theiehas 
not been a break of any kind.
